This is the first Office Action for the serial number 10/783,182, MIRRORED 
DOCUMENT HOLDER WITH SUPPORT STAND AND ADVERTISING VEHICLE, filed on 
2/19/04. 

Dramngs 

The drawings are objected to because figure 7 shows exploded view and it requires 
bracket, see MPEP 608.02 (h) under "Exploded View". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance 
with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing 
on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure 
or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing 
figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed fi-om the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the 
brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement 
sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as 
not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
intemational application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-4, 7, 9-12, 14-19 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by US Patent AppHcation Pubhcation # 2004/0031899 to Costa et al. 

Costa et al. teaches a document holder (11) comprising a first plate (38) and a second 
plate (52) pivotally cormected with each other and biased against each other by at least one 
spring (49). The second plate having a reflective surface (76) on an exterior surface of the plate. 
The document holder comprises a means of attachment (14) to an object. The reflective surface 
is a paraboUc mirror (section 0063, figure 5). The means for attachment (14) of the document 
holder to an object is a base with an adhesive surface (section 0042). The holder comprises a 
stand (12) connected between at least one of the plates and the means of attachment of the 
document holder to an object. The holder comprises at least one joint (34) connected between 
the stand and at least one of the plates. The holder includes at least one joint (33) connected 
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between the stand and the means of attachment. The first and second plates are pivotally 
connected by flanges (48, 58-59 and 62) and a hinge pin (65 and 67). The rotation of at least one 
of the first plate around the central axis of the stand is fiictionally restricted by the second joint 
(34 and 35). The first joint is capable of limiting the motion of the stand to only horizontal plane 
in relationship to the means of attachment to an object and wherein the stand will not move 
within the first joint with application of downward directed gravitational force. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5-6, 8, 13, 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Costa et al. in view of US Patent # 5,312,082 to Chang. 

Costa et al. teaches the first plate having advertising indicia (79) and spring but fails to 
teach the spring is a coiled spring. Furthermore, Costa et al. teaches the second plate but fails to 
teach the second plate is larger than the first plate. Chang teaches the coil spring (25) and the 
second plate (10) is larger than the first plate (20). It would have been obvious for one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have modified Costa et al.'s spring 
with coil spring and second plate larger than the first plate as taught by Chang to increase 
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strength in spring for clamping two plates together and provide a larger surface area of second 
plate for supporting large object such as large document on the holder.
